Amnesty 
extension 
possible 


Congress might 
postpone deadline

ALCALA PARK — USS. Senator 
Alan Cranston told members of a local 
immigrants rights group April 4 that 
Gongress, is working to extend the 
amnesty application period beyond the 
May 4 deadline. 

An extension bill cleared by the House 
Judiciary Committee awaits approval by 
the full House of Representatives before it 
can be taken up by the Senate, Cranston 
said-during a briefing at the University of 
San Diego. He said he believes enough 
support exists for an extension of at least 
six months after the initial application 


period. 
Cranston urged members of the San 
Diego Immigration Law Coalition — a 


group of non-profit religious, social 
service, legal and labor organizations — 
to contact their counterparts in other 
states, telling them to seek the support of 
their congressional representatives for an 
extension of the Immigration Reform and 
Control Act of 1986. 

Under the act, undocumented persons 
who have lived in the United States 
continuously since before Jan. 1, 1982, 
may apply for temporary resident status. 

Cranston said an extension of the 
amnesty application period is needed 
because the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service has not fulfilled 
Congress’ intent for the law.

Doctor calls Calif. proposal a ‘wedge’ for euthanasia

ROME — Supporters of a California 
proposal to allow doctors to give fatal 
injections to terminally ill patients see it asa 
‘‘wedge’’ to gain greater acceptance for 
euthanasia on demand, an opponent of the 
proposal said. 


Dr. D. Alan Shewmon, a California 
physician and university professor, 
compared the campaign to put the Humane 
and Dignified Death Act on the November 
ballot to early efforts to legalize abortion, in 
which laws allowing abortion only in the 
‘thard cases’’ of rape or incest paved the 


way forlaws allowing abortionondemand. | 


If euthanasia proponents ‘‘try to pass 
euthanasia on demand, no one would vote 
for it,’’ Shewmon said during an April 1 


interview with National Catholic News 
Service. 

An assistant professor of pediatric 
neurology at the University of California 
medical center in Los Angeles, Shewmon 
has written and lectured widely against the 
initiative proposal. He also is a member of 
the board of Human Dignity Institute, an 
anti-euthanasia educational organization 
in Sacramento, Calif. 

Shewmon was in Rome to speak on 
euthanasia to an Opus Dei-sponsored 
international congress for 400. university 
students. 

Opponents of the California euthanasia 
initiative have taken to calling it simply 
‘the death act,’’ Shewmon said. The 
measure needs 450,000 signatures in order 
to qualify for the November ballot. It is 
sponsored by Americans Against Human 
Suffering. 


The proposal would exempt doctors 
from criminal liability for giving a lethal 
injection to a terminally ill adult patient 
who requested it. A terminally ill patient 
could authorize a proxy to make the 
request. 

The proposal says a patient would be 
judged terminally ill ifin the opinion of two 
certifying doctors the patient’s condition 
would produce death within six months. 

The initiative proposal is opposed by the 
California Catholic Conference, which has 
said it would ‘‘open the door to killing off 
the vulnerable and unwanted in our 
society.” 

Shewmon, a Catholic, said his 
opposition to euthanasia stems from 
‘*traditional medical ethics.’’ He said the 
American Medical Association and the 
California Medical Association are 
‘‘sharply opposed to euthanasia.”’ 


Shewmon particularly criticized as 
‘“‘totally unworkable’’ the proposal’s 
definition of terminal illness. 


‘‘Doctors have no way of determining 
that someone will die within six months,”’ 
he said. 


Euthanasia advocates have created the 
image of a ‘‘terminally ill person wracked 
with uncontrolled pain andonamachine,”’ 
but the image does not correspond to 
reality, Shewmon said. 


In 95 percent of the cases, pain is 
controllable with drugs without a 
‘‘clouding of mental functions,’’ he said. In 
addition, people already possess the legal 
right not to be subjected to life-support 
systems against their will. 

“‘Our message is you don’t need this act 
to have a humane and dignified death,”’ 
Shewmon said.

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Styles of music blend in one celebration 


Liturgies should keep 
rich musical heritage 


Come, then, all you nations, 
sing of your Lord’s goodness, 
melodies of praise and thanks to God.

EL CAJON — With these lyrics from 


“Sing ‘of the Lord’s Goodness,’’ the. 


eight-member contemporary choir of St. 
Luke parish set the subdued but joyful 
tone for the entrance procession to a 
Sunday Mass during Lent. 

It was celebrated at St. Peter Chaldean 
Catholic Church, El Cajon, where 
Masses are celebrated until the three- 
year-old St. Luke parish can construct its 
church. ; 

The congregation joined the choir’s 
smooth blend of soprano, alto and tenor 
voices, accompanied by three guitars and 
a bass softly beating out the entrance 
song’s syncopated rhythm in the 
sanctuary of the church. 

A few hours later, rolling organ chords 
resounded through St. Brigid Church, 
Pacific Beach, as some 30 brown-robed 
choir members processed in twos down 


the center aisle and led the assembly in a- 


rousing rendition of the processional, 
“‘Sing a New Song to the Lord.”’ 

They entered the choir loft to 
harmonize the prayers of the Mass in 
honor of St. Andrew. Organist and 
choirmaster Jerry Witt controlled the 
crescendos and diminished tones, leading 
the singers through the peaks and valleys 
of the score. sie! 

The following day, the solemn, jubilant 
strains of ‘‘Gaudeamos in Domino’’ (Let 
us rejoice in the Lord) floated through the 
church of the Benedictine Prince of Peace 
Abbey, Oceanside, as 25 monks sang in 
Gregorian chant the entrance antiphon 
for the feast of St. Benedict March 21. 

Gregorian chant, classical music, 
contemporary songs — different sounds 
from three styles of liturgical music. How 
do these styles differ? Which one offers an 
environment most conducive to worship? 
How do these styles fulfill the function of 
music in liturgies? 

Benedictine Father Aquinas Nichols, 
master of ceremonies for liturgies at the 
abbey, described the monks’ singing of 
Gregorian chant in Latin — used only for 
principal feasts of the church — as 
“simple and meditative. The meaning is 
carried by the text, rather than the 
melody,’’ he said. 

“‘Gregorian chant has a freer rhythm’’ 
than music written in measures, said 
Franciscan Sister Joanne Nicgorski,

director of the San Diego diocesan Center 
for Liturgy and Prayer. 

“It has a pulse based on the natural 
word accent of the Latin language. Its 
ethereal, mystical sound transcends the 
secular realm and lifts us out of ourselves 
into the spiritual realm.’’ 

The nun chanted an “‘alleluia,’’ 
singing an entire melody on the syllable 
“‘lu,’’ which she said ‘‘is meant to project 
estatic joy.”’ 

Father Nicolas Reveles, coordinator of 
the University of San Diego’s music 
division of the Fine Arts Department, 
said these long phrases ‘‘and high range 
convey a euphoric feeling’’ that seems to 
be experienced in the chants of Eastern 
religions. 

Gregorian chant was first used in 
Masses in the sixth and seventh centuries 
after Pope Gregory is believed to have 
codified them, Sister Nicgorski said. 

She contrasted the monophonic (single 
melody) chant with the classic traditional 
music used almost exclusively in churches 
before the Second Vatican Council. ‘‘The 
elaborate harmonies and instrumenta- 
tion”’ of the classic style was written for an 
audience’s edification, not an assembly’s-

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“Not in my back yard’ 


NIMBY is enough to scare the daylights out of any 
politician, especially the closer they are to the grass-roots 
level.

They will certainly appeal to our 
civic pride. But ... the real reason will be NIMBY!

Lest we forget the Holocaust 


On April 14, 1988, Jewish people throughout the world 
will commemorate Yom Hashoah, the day on which they 
remember their brothers and sisters who were killed 
during the Holocaust of the second World War. This is a 
day of special significance to the Jewish people because of 
the great trauma suffered by them during that dark time 
of human history. / 

It should be a day of remembrance for us, too. In 
addition to the six million Jews who were singled out for 
death by Hitler’s war machine, just because they were 
Jews, there were another six million non-Jewish men, 
women and children who also died at the hands of Nazi 
executioners. 

Today, 43 years after the end of World War II, we like 
to think that such mindless acts of human brutality 
against other human beings is a thing of the past. Too 
often, however, we do not recognize the fact that the 
philosophies and attitudes which gave rise to these horrors 
half a century ago still plague our society. 

In Northern Ireland recently, two British soldiers were 
savagely murdered by a hostile mob because they 
happened to be in the wrong place at the wrong time. In 
Central America countless thousands of people .are 
murdered or maimed because of differing political 
ideologies. In the Middle East religious and ethnic 
tensions have raised conditions there to explosive 
proportions.

These events are far away and they might seem 
unimportant to us. But things on the homefront are also 
in danger of dragging us down again. Over the past few 
months in San Diego, there have been indications of 
vandalism against synagogues by unknown elements of 
our community. 

_ In some areas our own Catholic Church has suffered 
acts of vandalism and prejudice, as have other ethnic and 
religious groups. Sadly enough, it seems as though we are 
forgetting the horrors of the past and are allowing certain 
elements of our society to repeat them without challenge 
from our part. 

As the Catholic people of San Diego, we are called to 
stand up for what is right and true in our community and 
let those who would deny others the God-given rights of 
freedom of belief and worship know that we stand with all 
men and women of good will in combatting this evil. 

Yom Hashoah is a time sacred to Jews the world over. 
It should be a day sacred to us as well because it serves as 
a reminder that what happened once in history can 
happen again if we become apathetic to the needs of the 
world around us. : 

Let us join our prayers with those of our Jewish 
brothers and sisters on that day. Let us ask Almighty God 
to grant peace and eternal rest to the-12 million men, 
women and children who lost their lives in the Holocaust, 
and to watch over and guide this world that we might 
work together to put an end to the prejudice and violence 
which keep all of us from growing together in tolerance 
and mutual respect.

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Czechs

Some Czechs in the United States view a recent aborted 
demonstration for religious freedom in Bratislava, 
Slovakia, with hope; others eye the events with 
skepticism. ’ 

Police prevented about 2,000 people in Bratislava from 
holding a government-banned demonstration to protest 
religious oppression by Czechoslovakia’s communist 
government. 

Eyewitnesses said police, backed by water cannon, beat 
and arrested hundreds of demonstrators March 25. The 
protestors sang, prayed and carried candles, but before 
reaching the city’s principal squares, were dispersed onto 
side streets. 

The protesters called for the separation of church and 
state, which would permit the Vatican to name bishops to 
10 dioceses where vacancies exist. Bishops currently 
serving in the country’s other three dioceses are beyond 
retirement age. 

Vatican and Czechoslovakian officials have been 
meeting at intervals since January in attempts to 
negotiate an agreement regarding the appointment of 
bishops. 

Since December, more than 350,000 Czechoslovakians 
have signed a 31-point petition urging the state to end 
restrictions on the appointment of bishops and pastors, 
enrollment of seminary students, activities by religious 
orders, association of lay Catholics, religious instruction, 
and religious radio and television transmissions. 

Cardinal Frantisek Tomasek of Prague urged Catholics 
to join the campaign. 

Vaclav Hrvnar, president of the National Alliance of 
Czech Catholics in the United States and resident of 
Cleveland, told the Southern Cross he believes the petitions 
will be granted, step by step, after changes are made in 
the government. ‘‘The reformed government will work 
out an accommodation with the church within the next 
few years,’ he predicted. 
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Carlisle: Revolutionary- 
minded youth ‘will die 
for their faith,’ if needed. 


Although he described Dr. Gustav Husak, president of 
Czechoslovakia for over 15 years, as ‘‘one of the most 
conservative, anti-Christian leaders in Eastern Europe,”’ 
he said the ‘‘call for religious freedom gets stronger and 
stronger from young people looking for spiritual values 
that communism does not offer.”’ 

Father Peter Esterka, episcopal vicar for Czech 
Catholics in the United States and Canada and chairman 
of the theology department at St. Catherine College, St. 
Paul, Minn., said the attempted demonstration in 
Bratislava yielded positive results. 

‘‘The Communists now realize Catholics have to be 
reckoned with and are willing to make sacrifices for 
freedom of religion,’’ he said. 

“We live with hope in the powers of the Blessed 
Mother,”’ said Mary Carlisle, organizer of Masses 
celebrated for local Czechs in their native language. 
Revolutionary-minded youth, who she believes comprise 
a majority of the demonstrators, ‘‘will die for their faith,’”’ 
if necessary, she said. 

Dusan Kurta, a parishioner at Holy Angels Byzantine 
Church, San Diego, who immigrated to this country three 
years ago, said, ‘“There is a 30-percent chance the Czech 
government will pay attention to the petitions.”’ 

Dr. Ludek Kozlik, professor of Russian linguistics at 
San Diego State University who left Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, in 1948, takes a dimmer view of the 
protests. 

The situation is not going to get better, even under 
Secretary General Mikhail Gorbachev’s policy of 
glasnost, he said. Religious oppression cannot be lifted in 
Czechoslovakia without a change in its constitution; the 
government has no provision for making such changes, he 
added. 
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Ann Blanco, parishioner at St. Luke Church, El Cajon, 
said the recent arrests of protesters indicate the Czech 
government will ignore the petitions. 


Father Esterka explained the three levels of clergy in 
the Czechoslovakian Catholic church. 

Cardinal Tomasek represents the official church that is 
negotiating with the communist government for religious 
liberty, he said. One group of priests is licensed, paid and 
controlled by the state. The other group of bishops and 
priests comprises the underground church that operates 
without government approval. They conduct ordinations, 
worship services and religious instruction in secret, he 
added. 

The Czech respondents detailed examples of religious 
persecution dealt to Catholics in their homeland. 

They are treated like second-class citizens, Father 
Esterka said, adding those who practice their faith openly 
are denied higher education and good jobs. 


Seminarians are conscripted into military service and 
pressured to abandon their studies, Hyvnar said. 
Members of Religious orders are not permitted to reside 
in Czechoslovakia, he added. 

Father Esterka told of an underground Jesuit priest 
beaten to death in his apartment. Another priest, who had 
been secretly ordained, was pushed off the scaffolding of 
the fifth floor at a construction site where he had been 
working as a bricklayer. 

Father Esterka traced a spirit of solidarity among 
Catholics in Czechoslovakia to a 1985 anniversary 
celebration of the death of St. Methodius, who, together 
with his brother, St. Cyril, preached the Gospel in the 
Slavic language in Moravia in the ninth century. The 
event, held in Moravia, drew some 250,000 people, he 
said. S 

Police halted buses and trains some seven miles from 
the basilica, forcing pilgrims to walk the remainder of the 
distance, the priest said, adding that such harassment of 
Catholic pilgrims continues throughout the country.

Archbishop Mahony urges parishes to celebrate diversity

LOS ANGELES — In archdiocesan 
guidelines issued March 31, Archbishop 
Roger M. Mahony of Los Angeles urged 
parishes to celebrate their ‘‘racial and 
cultural diversity”’ in the liturgy. 

Many Los Angeles Catholics belong to 
linguistic and cultural minorities. The 
archbishop asked parishes with minorities 
to provide Masses and other services in 
other languages according to need, but 
also to aim at integrating minority groups 
into the larger parish community. 

In such parishes he suggested 
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the church’s ‘great feasts’ to help unify 
the community. 

The music, art, architecture and 
liturgical practices in a parish should 
incorporate the ‘‘great treasures’ of 
racial and cultural diversity of its 
members, he said. 

Among other guidelines, he called for 
equal participation of women in all 
liturgical ministries ‘‘to the extent 
permitted by the church’s official 
directives.’’ 

Church laws prohibit women from 
serving at the altar or from being 
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acolytes. Otherwise church norms permit 
lay women to engage in all liturgical 
ministries open to lay men. 

Archbishop Mahony also urged ‘‘the 
use of inclusive language’’ in homilies, 
songs, commentaries and prayers which 
are up to local discretion. Official prayer 
and Scripture texts established by higher 
church authorities cannot be changed 
locally, he said. 

He described inclusive language as a 
form of welcome to women, saying that 
‘fexclusive’’ references ‘‘can alienate 
many, particularly women, from the 
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He did not outlaw the use of missalettes. 
at Mass but warned that ‘‘they can lead to 
a privatized experience of the liturgy 
which often negates true liturgical 
participation.’’ He asked: parishes using 
them to ‘“‘consider alternate worship 
aids’’ or to take extra care to encourage 
the people’s active participation in the 
liturgy. 


Urging the ‘‘full participation’’ of the 
people as the norm, he said, ‘‘A so-called 
“quiet Mass’ is ordinarily not in keeping 
with the spirit of liturgical renewal.’’

mistakenly called folk music because of its 
guitar accompaniment, Sister Nicgorski 
said. 

Father Reveles, a church music 
composer and director, described much of 
the post-Vatican II music as “merely 
functional, melodically trite and 
harmonically  repetitive,’’ resembling 
background music for commercials. 

In the 1960s composers were not 
Prepared to write music with English 
lyrics, he said, adding the strong youth 
protest movement inspired the writing of 
“throwaway music’’ with themes that did 
not last. 

However, the quality of contemporary 
liturgical music gradually improved as 
composers became more familiar with 
Vatican II guidelines for liturgies, Sister 
Nicgorksi said. She referred to Father 
Michael Joncas as an American composer 
who is writing ‘‘more complex, 
sophisticated music’’ today. 

The church does not consider one style 
of liturgical music superior to another. 
The 1970 instruction of the Congregation 
for Divine Worship states: ‘‘All means 
must be used to promote singing by the 
people. New forms should be used, which 
are adapted to different mentalities and to 
modern tastes.’’ 

“Different styles appeal to different 
people,’’ Sister Nicgorski said. 
“Contemporary music appeals to many 
younger people because. of its rhythmic 
style and some similarity to popular 
music.”’ 

However, “‘we are still encouraged to 
use the polyphonic music of the masters 
and not lose sight of our heritage,’’ she 
added. 

Father Reveles agreed. He also 
advocated using Gregorian chant in

unity to the congregation,’’ add joy and 
enthusiasm to worship, heighten the 
readings of the Mass and “‘set the 
appropriate tone for a particular 
celebration.”’ 

To do this, choir directors should select 
music that communicates the themes of 
the readings for each liturgy and provides 
the ‘‘music environment’’ demanded by 
the seasons of the church year,’’ Father 
Reveles said. 

An environment of exultation 
enveloped worshipers at St. Brigid 
Church on Easter Sunday, as a chamber 
orchestra of the San Diego symphony 
added the tones of string and brass 
instruments to the choir’s four-part 
singing of a Mass by Mozart, Witt said. 

Father Reveles stressed the importance 
of having some singing at all Masses — at 
least for the acclamations. ‘‘The 
normative mode of celebration is musical, 
not verbal,’’ he said. 

Music conveys more emotion than the 
spoken word, McColl said. 

“‘Spoken words don’t last,’’ Witt said. 
“‘Words that are sung have a way of 
getting into our psyche and our spiritual 
consciousness. ’’ 


Pope appeals for peace, meets Shultz on Easter weekend

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II celebrated Easter with an impromptu 
appeal for peace, justice and religious 
liberty, after meeting with U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz and encouraging 
his latest peace mission to the Middle 
East. 

The pope’s busy weekend combined 
international diplomacy and traditional 
Easter services. He led a torch-lit Way of 
the Cross in Rome’s Colosseum, baptized 
converts during an Easter Vigil ceremony 
and celebrated in St. Peter’s Basilica a 
Mass marking the Resurrection. In 
between the ceremonies, the pope heard 
the confessions of 11 people and sang folk 
songs with members of the Opus Dei 
organization. 

On Easter Sunday, April 3, the pope 
dedicated his traditional address ‘‘To the 
City and to the World”’ (‘‘Urbi et Orbi’’) 


to Mary, as a witness of Christ’s suffering _ 


and resurrection. 

At the end of the talk, his voice rising 
with emotion, the pope added 
spontaneously: “‘Pray for peace in the 
world, for justice! Pray for the diverse 
rights of man, especially for freedom of 
religion; for solidarity among peoples 
throughout the world — in the First, 
Second, Third and Fourth Worlds!”’ 

The pope’s half-hour meeting with 
Shultz April 2 focused on East-West 
detente, on the ““srave’’ situation in the 
Middle East and on events in Central 
America, a Vatican press office statement 
said. The private audience underscored 
their ‘‘common concern’? for internation- 
al peace, the Vatican said. 

“The Holy Father insisted on the just 
rights of the Palestinian people and on the 
moral duty to seek a solution that also 
takes into account the just rights of 
Israel,’’ the statement said. 

The pope ‘‘showed great interest in the 
efforts being developed in the search, 
obligatory for all sides, for a process that 
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opens the way to solutions acceptable to 
all,’’ it said. 

Shultz, speaking at a press conference 
after the meeting, said the pope had 
blessed his diplomatic mission, which was 
to take him to Israel, Jordan, Egypt, 
Syria and Saudi Arabia. 

More than 100 Palestinians have been 
killed in an uprising that began last 


December in the central outdoor balcony’ 


of St. Peter’s Basilica, the pope 
Pronounced Easter greetings in 51 
languages, including six native to the 
Soviet Union. In English he said, “‘A 
blessed Easter in the joy of Jesus Christ, 
the risen Lord and Savior of the world!”’ 


The message and greeting was 
broadcast to 46 countries, with a potential 
audience of 1 billion people, a Vatican 
spokesman said. 


The Easter Mass, held inside St. 
Peter’s because of rain, was also attended 
by Shultz and his wife, Helen, a Catholic. 
Afterward, the pope met again briefly 
with the secretary. 


During the Mass, the pope listened as a 
choir performed a paschal hymn in the 
ancient Slavonic language. The Easter 
verses, once recited for a ninth-century 
pope, were sung this year to mark the 
millennium of Christianity in what is now 
the Soviet Union. 


On Good Friday, April 1, the pope 
entered St. Peter’s Basilica through a side 
door and heard confessions for an hour 
and a half. 

During the nighttime Way of the 
Cross, also telecast abroad, the pope 
carried a wooden cross to each of the 14 
stations marking Christ’s passion. He 
listened to meditations on the passion — 
prepared by a Swiss theologian, Father 
Hans Urs von Balthasar — that noted the 
presence of Mary, St. Veronica and other 
women along Christ’s path, citing them 
as evidence of the church’s ‘‘feminine”’ 
nature. 


On Holy Saturday, April 2, in a vigil 
service in St. Peter’s, the pope baptized 


27 catechumens — people entering the 
church after a program of instruction. 
The group included three Vietnamese 
and one American, 19-year-old Sean 
Lamb, a student at the University of 
California-Los Angeles. 

Lamb decided to become a Catholic 
after the pope’s visit to the United States 
last September and began taking lessons 
at an Opus Dei center in Los Angeles, 
said an Opus Dei spokesman in Rome. 

In an informal Easter evening 
gathering at the Vatican, the Pope joined 
some 4,000 young Opus Dei members 
from more than 400- universities around 
the world. The traditional encounter 
featured Chinese and Nigerian folk songs, 
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dance and a clown act performed by three 
students. 

“With word and example, you should 
always transmit hope and Christian 
optimism to the contemporary world, so 
often clouded by sadness and anguish,”’ 
the pope said. 

Opus Dei, an organization of lay 
Catholics and priests, carries out much of 
its formation work on college campuses 
and among professional groups. 

On April 4 the pope traveled by 
helicopter to Castel Gandolfo, 15 miles 
south of Rome, where he was expected to 
rest for two days. He greeted local 
pilgrims in the courtyard of the papal villa 
there shortly after his arrival.

Too sick to work since last November, 
Marcus said he soon exhausted his 
financial resources. ‘‘Many AIDS 
patients are people with median incomes 


4s Ss ... who wake up one day with nothing,” 


he said. These people are then exposed to 
the welfare system, ‘‘a traumatic 
experience in itself’’ that is made worse 
by the disease, he added. 

Because stress takes its toll on AIDS 
patients, Marcus said Josue House helps 
relieve the pressure to obtain food and 
shelter which many AIDS patients face 
daily. 

Tom (pseudonym) has lived at Josue 
House for one month. He became ill in 
January, although he described his 


~, diagnosis as ‘‘shadowy.’’ He has tested 


positive for the AIDS virus, but has not 
been diagnosed as having the disease. 

Formerly the owner of his own 
business, Tom says he had to close it 
when he became too ill to work. If he did 
not live at Josue House, he would 
probably live with friends because he has 
no money for rent, he said. 

To be admitted as a resident, an AIDS 
patient must meet the facility’s criteria, 
Sister Hagen said, citing that prospective 
residents have no history of drug abuse,

and are able to establish a financial need 
for housing. 

Resident referrals come from health- 
care professionals, including doctors, 
social workers and nurse practioners, 
Sister Hagen said.

However, since some 
residents have no income, the diocese will 
provide some $22,000 annually to operate 
the facility, she said. 

It cost about $50,000 to start up the 
facility, she said. Appliances, including

Louis Malle’s Au Revoir Les Enfants 
is a quiet, restrained film inspired by a 
painful wartime memory that will touch 
audiences with its inevitable, tragic 
ending. ; 

The 1944 event that so changed Malle’s 
childhood and the subsequent course of 
his creative life is reflected through the 
eyes of 11-year-old Julien Quentin 
(Gaspard Manesse), a rich, precocious 
lad boarding at an austere Catholic school 
in Fontainebleau. 

Catering to offspring from wealthy 
French families, the school houses some 
150 boys in grades seven through 12. 
Although Julien is the youngest boy in the 
school and is torn between his desire to be 
with his mother and his growing need for 
teen-age independence, he is, 
nonetheless, a born leader. 

In contrast, his . shiftless brother, 
Francois (Stanislas Carre de Malberg), is 
a senior who likes to traffic in the black 
market and pick up girls. 

Both boys alternately love and resent 
their frivolous, beautiful mother 
(Francine Racette), who shunts them off 
to boarding school so she can lead an 
unencumbered life in Paris. 

Malle captures well the boys’ daily 
regimen at school. Since it is wartime, 
lack of heat and fresh food and the threat 
of bombing and antagonism by the 
German occupation forces are constants. 
Yet the boys go on with their lives, 
seemingly immune to the larger political 
issues that threaten to destroy the world 
around them.

Oscar at 60:

NEW YORK — On April 11 over 300 
million homes in 86 TV markets around 
the world will tune in to watch the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences celebrate the 60th anniversary of 
the Academy Awards. In the States, the 
birthday bash will air on ABC starting at 
6 p.m. 

Founded in Hollywood in May 1927, 
the Academy presented its first awards to 
films released in 1927-28. In 1931, ‘the 
nameless gold statuettes were christened 
“‘Oscar’’ by Academy librarian Margaret 
Herrick because they reminded her of her 
Uncle Oscar. 

This year’s awards presentation, to be 
hosted by Chevy Chase, will honor films 
released in 1987. Hopefully, producer 
Sam Goldwyn Jr. will take advantage of 
the Academy’s 60-year milestone and jazz 
up the awards show with tributes to past 
winners as well. 

It’s doubtful that the 1987 awards will 
hold many surprises. Despite the un- 
mistakable power of Hollywood hype to 
win or lose nominations (too much or too 
little publicity can work against potential 
nominees), Academy members seem to 
take their final balloting seriously and 
make reasonable choices. 

This year, it’s possible that one of two 
top-nominated films will sweep the 
awards, or at least each win a fair share of 
them. The obvious choice for Best Picture 
is Bernardo Bertolucci’s ‘‘The Last 
Emperor,’’ a lavish re-creation of the life 
of Pu Yi (1906-67), the last ruler of 
imperial China. The extraordinary 
location sets in the Forbidden City and 
Bertolucci’s painstaking attention to 
historical detail will make this a conven- 
tional choice for Best Picture and a tough 
film to beat.

intelligent, Bonnet is mercilessly harassed 
by the other boys. 

Intrigued with Bonnet’s exclusion from 
Catholic religious training and 
Communion (he claims to be Protestant), 
Julien uncovers the boy’s real, Jewish- 
sounding name. Julien befriends Bonnet 
and the boys become inseparable. 

When a traitor reports that three 
Jewish boys are being hidden at the school 
by one of the priests, Bonnet, the priest 
and two other new boys are herded like 
animals by the Gestapo, paraded in front 
of the rest of the students and faculty and 
removed from school to be incarcerated in 
concentration camps. 

As Julien witnesses the humiliation and 


loss of his friend in this horrific way, 
Malle’s touching voiceover narration 
reflects on the incident. 

As writer, director and producer of this 
his most personal film, Louis Malle 
(‘Lacombe Lucien,’’ ‘‘Atlantic City’’) 
effectively understates his message until 
the end. 

In French with English subtitles, ‘‘Au 
Revoir Les Enfants’’ places the Holocaust 
within an everyday context to which most 
audiences will be able to relate. However, 
the film contains some rough language. 

USCC rating: A-2, adults and 
adolescents. 

MPAA rating: PG, parental guidance 
suggested. 


Who will win awards? 


The film that has the strongest chance 
to topple ‘“The Last Emperor’’ is 
‘‘Moonstruck,’’ a film as quiet and 
involving as ‘“‘Emperor’’ is flashy and 
distant. A loving look at one wonderful 
but neurotic Italian-American family, 
“‘Moonstruck’’ could continue the recent 
tradition of smaller, more intimate films 
to win Best Picture award. 

The other nominees for Best Picture 
are ‘‘Hope and Glory,’’ ‘‘Fatal 
Attraction’’ and “‘Broadcast News.”’ 

Best Director will surely go to 
Bertolucci for ‘‘The Last Emperor,” 
perhaps even if ‘‘Moonstruck’’ wins Best 
Picture. In the contest in which, for the 
first time, all Best Director nominees are 
non-Americans, Bertolucci, an Italian 
with an impressive body of work, will be a 
shoo-in. Other nominees are Canadian 
Norman Jewison (‘‘Moonstruck’’), two 
Britons, Adrian Lyne (‘‘Fatal 
Attraction’) and John Boorman (‘‘Hope 
and Glory’’), and a Swede, Lasse 
Hallstrom for ‘‘My Life as a Dog.”’ 


This is Cher’s year. She’H be hard, if 
not impossible, to beat for a well-deserved 
Best Actress award. Her richly shaded 
performance as Loretta Castorini, the 
lovestruck widow in ‘‘Moonstruck,’’ is 
her best work to date in a career that 
never ceases to amaze fans and critics. 


Cher’s closest competition for Best 
Actress is Glenn Close for her 
performance as Alex, the lunatic lover in 
‘*Fatal Attraction.’’ A slick, commercial 
favorite, ‘‘Fatal Attraction’’ will no doubt 
be closed out of all the top awards due to 
its horror-show elements and overkill on 
the market. Close is a fine actress, but the 
exploitative nature of her role may work 
against her winning the Oscar. 


Holly refreshing in 
“‘Broadcast News,’’ but her relative 
youth and sparse film credentials may

This is also Michael Douglas’ year. He 
is a sure bet as Best Actor in his standout 
performance as Gordon Gekko, the 
greedy corporate raider in ‘‘Wall Street.’’ 
His strongest competition will come from 
Marcello Mastroianni as the aging 
lothario in ‘‘Dark Eyes,’’ or from Jack 
Nicholson as the aging alcoholic in 
“‘Tronweed.”’ 

Olympia Dukakis as Rose Castorini, 
the quintessential Italian-American 
mother in ‘‘Moonstruck,’’ and Sean 
Connery as the street smart old cop in 
“*The Untouchables,’’ will be hard to 
beat in the Supporting Actress and Actor 
categories. Dukakis’ only competition 
will be sentimental favorite and long 
overdue Oscar winner, Ann Sothern, for 
her performance as an elderly charmer in 
“*The Whales of August.’’ 


Best Foreign Film is sure to be ‘‘Au 
Revoir Les Enfants,’’ Louis Malle’s 
touching autobiographical film about a 
childhood experience during the 
Holocaust. 


Best Original Screenplay will be a toss- 
up between James L. Brooks’ script for 
‘‘Broadcast News’’ (the screenplay is the 
strength of this multi-nominated film), 
and John Patrick Shanley’s for 
““Moonstruck.”’ 


Best Adapted Screenplay should go to 
Mark Peploe and Bertolucci for the sheer 
scope of their script for ‘‘The Last 
Emperor.’’ But the literary crowd may 
win out here, giving the award to Tony 
Huston for ‘“The Dead,’’ the much- 
praised last film by his father, John 
Huston.

but cite spiritual gains

PHOENIX, Ariz. — The majority of 
dioceses and archdioceses which hosted 
the U.S. visit of Pope John Paul II last 
September found that the event was not 
without cost, but also not without gain. 

Only the Archdiocese of San Antonio, 
Texas, showed a financial gain on the 
visit, $198,000. 

Other dioceses posted losses ranging 
from $82,000 for the Diocese of Phoenix 
to $1.5 million for the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco. But representatives of the 
planners in each city said there were no 
regrets for having hosted the pope. 

Funds for the San Antonio visit came 
from collections taken in the 14 dioceses 
of Texas, according to Richard 
Hemberger, executive director of 
Catholic TV for the host city. Bishop 
Charles V. Grahmann of Victoria, 
treasurer for the Texas papal visit, 
announced in late March that the Texas 
bishops. will present the pope’ with 
$105,000 in trip profits when they visit 
the Vatican as a group in mid-April. 

By contrast, the pontiff’s one-day trip 
to San Francisco has left a $1.5 million 
deficit based on costs of approximately 
$2.5 million and income of a little over $1 
million, according to Father Miles 
O’Brien Riley, spokesman for the arch- 
diocese. The deficit will be covered by 
archdiocesan operating funds. 


In Phoenix, revenues were just over 
$1.4 million and expenses were under 
$1.49 million. The diocese will make up 
the $82,085 deficit from cash reserves and 
diocesan operating funds. 

Msgr. John McMahon, Phoenix visit 
coordinator, said, ‘‘We have a gain, but 
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it’s not in money. ... The fruits of the visit 
will go on and on.”’ 


The New Orleans Archdiocese posted a 
loss of about $200,000, said Tom Finney, 
director of communications. The 
archdiocese raised about $1.8 million of 
the $2 million cost. 


Finney added that the deficit was paid 
out of archdiocesan reserves. . 

Final costs for the Archdiocese of 
Miami, Pope John Paul’s first stop in the 
United States, were $2.2 million, and the 
archdiocese collected $1.8 million from 
the community and from Catholic 
churches. The balance of $400,000 was 
made up from financial reserves, 
according to an archdiocesan spokesman. 


The Diocese of Monterey, Calif., 
anticipates a shortfall of between $1 
million and $1.1 million, although if 
money still owed the diocese from its own 
parishes plus other Northern California 
dioceses comes in, the deficit may only be 
around $600,000. The six-hour stop cost 
the diocese about $2 million, said Ted 
Elisee, director of communications. 


In Detroit, according to archdiocesan 
spokesman Jay Berman, the visit cost just 
under $2.5 million, and less than $1.2 
million was raised through major 
donations and through collections in the 
parishes. The balance of nearly $1.3 
million was paid from archdiocesan 
reserves. 

The Archdiocese of Los Angeles had 
not yet compiled final financial figures on 
the pope’s two-day stop, according to 
Father Joseph Battaglia, director of 
communications. He said estimates are 
that costs will be approximately $2.7 
million with revenues between $2.3 


million and $2.4 million.

Congress may extend 
amnesty deadline

program as ‘“‘poor. ... The INS has not 
done a good job of educating people about 
the law.”’ 


Cranston said the INS’ outreach 
program was important because amnesty 
applicants are accustomed to viewing the 
INS as ‘‘the enemy.’’ Likewise, the INS 
is used to thinking of undocumented 
aliens as criminals, he added. 


The INS has not taken the time needed 


to develop rules ‘‘empathetic’’ toward ’ 


keeping families together, the senator 
added. 

Carol Hallstrom, coalition coordinator, 
said members of the coalition, which 
includes Catholic Community Services, 
contacted the INS months ago and offered 
to assist the agency in developing an 
outreach program. Nothing resulted from 
this communication, she said. 

She noted the INS’ ‘‘last-minute flurry 
of activity’’ in hopes of getting people to 
sign up for the legalization program. 

Hallstrom said the program’s lack of a 
publicity campaign has resulted in fewer 
applications being filed with the INS than 
were predicted. 

The INS had originally said that nearly 
four million people would apply for 
amnesty, Hallstrom said. Last October 
the number was dropped to two million. 
Now officials predict some 1.5 million will 
apply for legalization, a figure which 
includes seasonal agricultural workers 
whose application period expires Nov. 30. 

If the application period is extended, 
Hallstrom said coalition members will 
have to work with the INS to determine 
why people did not apply for legalization. 


While coalition members are optimistic 
that Congress will approve the extension, 
Carl Poirot of the San Diego Volunteer 
Lawyer Program noted that INS officials 
do not support any application period 
extension, although the agency has 
granted a 60-day documentation 
extension to people who file applications 
prior to the May 4 deadline. 


Gwen Plank, director of the CCS 
Resettlement and Immigration office, 
said the INS’ recent outreach campaign 
has resulted in more people applying for 
legalization at the 10 diocesan sites now 
operating. Mission San Luis Rey took 89 
appointments last Sunday, she said, 
adding that many undocumented aliens 
‘feel comfortable’’ applying through the 
church. 


Plank predicted the CCS Legalization 
Program will reach its 10,000-person 
mark. Additional staff has been employed 
to assist with the recent increase in 
applications, she said. 


Plank said an INS mobile unit has been 
visiting diocesan legalization sites in 
North County and Imperial Valley to 
process amnesty applications. 

Plank hopes the extension will be 
approved because much confusion exists 
over the different deadlines for amnesty 
seekers and agricultural workers. 


Non-agricultural workers must apply 
for legalization before May 4, she said. 
Farm workers have until Nov. 30 to 
obtain temporary resident status under 
the immigration law.
